| Paris, March 1!2.—M. Casimir-Perier, 
ex-president Of France, died suddenly at 
‘Il o'clock last night, of embolism of the 
at his residence on the Rue Nitol 
‘here. The news of his demise was not 
‘heard until this morning. The ex-presi- 
' dent had not been well for two Or three 
‘days, but it was supposed he was sut- 
fering from influenza, and no great im- 
portance was attached to his indisposi- 
tion. He wag not even confined to his 
bed, but lunched and dined with his 
family on Sunday, and was in good 
spirits.
